"Bandit Chlet's Successes. 


A. correapondent. writes’ from 
Swatow undor date Maroh 19 :— 


_ ‘Tho situation here now is that 
Lim and his troopsoccupy all the 
forts and strategical positions in 


torious fight of Mriday Inst. “Por- 
liaps to hark back a little wotild 
render this position more easily 
understood, Liny himself ia ao 
man of doubtful character; hav-, 
ing done a term of two years’ im- 
prisonmontin this very town, and 
if local gonsip -is correct ho ‘is 
nothing“ moro’ nor leas thin o 
bandit with an armed forco be- 
hind him.
